Consequently a _ search 
among breeders of registered Here- 
fords for promising prospects which 
may be matched to form loads of 
show-steers would be quite useless. 
Therefore the wide latitude of choice 
afforded by many of the large west- 
ern herds must compensate the Here- 
ford feeder for his inability to make 
selections from the comparatively 
small and skillfully mated breeding 


It was with an idea of bringing to 
our readers something of real value 
eminating from a source without 
our own breed ranks that we re- 
quested Mr. Dan D. Casement, 
known the world over as our most 
esteemed contemporary breeder and 
feeder of beef cattle to bring to 
you a message of his own choos- 
ing. There was no chance in leav- 
ing the subject open, for not un- 
like other men, Mr. Casement 
would be certain to write upon a 
subject “next his heart” which 
most assuredly would prove ac- 
ceptable to the Aberdeen-Angus 
fraternity.

or lazing round the water holes on the range, were 
jumped and pointed into the drive at full speed, our 
hopes would rise on sighting some little, short leg- 
ged, blocky, safron-colored youngster rolling along 
behind his frantic mother as she “high-tailed it” 
down the ridge. Later, at the bunch ground, the 
other drives were closely scrutenized as they strag- 
gled in, and finally the climax of the day would be 
reached when we rode into the bunch to make close 
appraisal of each promising prospect in turn. - 

I am sure that George Jones, who for 7 succes- 
sive years won the grand championship in the carlot 
feeder class at the American Royal, could most keen- 
ly appreciate my absorbtion in this never ending 
quest for “wonder calves.” He has told me that he 


used to make selections for his show loads while | 


prowling his range during the summer. Whenever a 
particularly promising calf was found he would be 
gathered with his mother and put away in a separ- 
ate pasture against the critical day of the final 
matching and choosing of the load. “I have seen the 
time,” he told me, “when I would have given a thous- 
and dollars for just one more calf of exactly the 
right type.” Who that has tried to match up an 
invincible show-load has not given voice to similar 
sentiments ? 

No matter how judiciously the choice may be 
made, there will inevitably be disappointments in 
the subsequent development of some of the calves in 
the feed-lot. Short legs will sometimes grow to un- 


herds of the corn belt—a practice which, I believe, is largely fol- 
lowed by habitual carlot exhibitors of the Blacks. 

In my judgment, the necessity of looking to the range for his 
raw material is not today a very serious handicap to the man who 
consistantly feeds Herefords for carlot shows, and I am convinced 
that this will be increasingly true in the future. By the use of bet- 
ter bulls and through the policy of intelligently concentrating blood 
strains of proved value many of our large Whiteface herds in the 
West are rapidly bringing their product to very high standards of 
excellence. It will be surprising, I think, if Hereford feeders of 
the near future, when given the choice of several thousands steer 
calves, bearing a single brand and sired by bulls descended from a 

“common ancestor, shall not be able to make selections which, when 
properly finished, no conscientious judge will be able to put down 


due length; level lines will often sag or become oblique; flanks fail 
to fill, heart-girths slacken, chines sharpen and hooks protrude 
with growth. Indicative of the difficulty of forecasting definitely 
the outcome of a calf, no matter how nearly he may approach per- 
fection at the end of his first six months, Frank Hastings once told 
me that, when managing the Armour herd, he eagerly paid $500 
for a bull calf and later felt that he would cheerfully give a like 
reward to anyone who would remove him from the farm. Last year 
I picked out in January the 15 calves which I then regarded as the 
most desirable of a certain brand in my lots. It is my recollection 
that only 7 of these calves were included in the top load when it 
was finally shaped up for the International. 

But if disappointments are numerous, agreeable surprises are 
quite as frequent. Calves which have not [Continued on page 38

Taking advantage of the kind invitation of the editor of the 
Journal, I have the greatest possible pleasure in sending you a 
short note for your anniversary number to convey greetings to the 
American breeders and to wish them continued and even greater 
success than in the past. We in Britain have been looking with 
quite envious eyes at the remarkable manner in which the Aber- 
deen-Angus breeders of America have been getting rid of their 
surplus stock, but none the less sincere are the congratulations 
which we tender them. We recognize that if the Breed prospers 
well in any particular part of the world which it may have adopted 
as a new home, that prosperity is more or less directly reflected 
on the general interests of the breed. But we cannot complain for 
at our sales in February and March we sold over two thousand 
bulls by public auction at a general average price of slightly over 
£41. I do not think that any other beef breed in this country could 
have so well stood the strain of such a large number of bulls being 
put on the market within such a short space of time, and brought 
such results, especially in view of the very adverse conditions which 
are hampering agriculture generally in this country. Our agricul- 
tural industry is certainly made the cinderella of the political vote- 
catching shuffle, with however the difference that the slippers are 
withheld, and so cinderellas never found by the Prince—or in the 
case by good fortune. But we are living in hopes of better times. 
Though our fat cattle prices are much lower than last year. The 
top ones of the market are more than ever the Black ones. A case 
has just been cited where a feeder marketed two groups of cattle 
of similar age and fed on similar lines and his check for the Aber- 
deen-Angus crosses was just £90 more than for the other group 
which were of the horned breed. 

Recent years have brought us a great extension of Aberdeen- 
Angus interests and many new herds of the breed have been form- 
ed throughout Great Britain and Ireland. But we find that the 
market for crossing bulls is by far the best support of the Aber- 
deen-Angus industry, and in this respect we have a demand that is 
equalled by no other beef breed. It is of course only a case of 
cause and effect, the butchers being the cause. These useful mem- 
bers of society do not pay enhanced prices for Aberdeen-Angus 
type of cattle from any philanthropic motive; they are out for 
quality and for what is wanted by their customers, and this in a 
pre-eminent degree they find in the Aberdeen-Angus type. The 
verdicts of the fat stock show continue to declare with eloquent 
emphasis that for quality and yield of carcass the Aberdeen-Angus 
remain unsurpassed—nor unequalled by any other breed just as 


far a combination of the prop-

much in the beef markets of the world, and there never was a time 
when to a greater extent the Aberdeen-Angus has proved the sy. 
periority in these respects. 

We were all greatly delighted to have Mr. Otto V. Battles with 
us on the occasion of our recently-celebrated jubilee. Many of us 
made a new and a delightful friend. His companions Mr. Congdon 
and Mr. Hartley were equally welcome. But ought we not to have 
more such visitors from your country. After all this is the home 
of the breed, and whether as buyers or as visitors our breeders, | 
am sure would be delighted to meet their fellow-admirers of the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed from America. We are pleased that Mr 
Battles formed so favorable an opinion of our herds, giving us the 
palm for scale, refinement and style. I can honestly say that there 
are great chances for any enterprising breeder at present when 
values for female stock are at a comparatively low level. Many of 
our herds are full to overflowing with heifers of superb breeding 
and I am perfectly sure that a business visit from some of the 
American breeders would be for them good business. 

We are in the midst of our show season here and a very suc- 
cessful season it promises to be. I am just setting out for the 
Highland at Alloa but to catch the mail I must post this prior to 
my visit, and for the same reason I have to cut my message to the 
“Journal”, short. There is just one point that I might mention— 
and it is one mentioned by Mr. Battles. We are alive to the fact 
that we are offering too large numbers of pure breds for breeding 
purposes. 

This however is a matter that is being taken in hand, and we 
expect that in the future our sale at Perth each February will be 
restricted to selections of the highest type of bulls and heifers, 
leaving more secondary ones for other sales. Of course even at 
Perth there is only a limited number of breeder’s bulls required 
each year, hence there are often exceptional bargains to be picked 
up there, and many bulls bought at comparatively low prices at 
this sale have turned out remarkably successful investments. 

It is a great pleasure to see through the paper of the Journal 
the steady progress the breed is making in America. Let that 
progress continue in even greater measure is my sincere wish.

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Cattle

Reviewing the cattle industry during the 
past decade we find that according to the 
estimate of the United States Department of 
Agriculture there were in the United States, 
January 1, 1920, approximately 68,871,000 
cattle and calves of all kinds. On January 
1, 1929 the estimate given was 55,751,000 
head of cattle and calves or a reduction of 
13,120,000 head of cattle during a nine year 
period. This entire reduction in the cattle 
population of the country was in beef cattle 
because there was an increase in dairy cat- 
tle during this nine year period. The gen- 
eral reduction of around thirty-one per cent 
in the beef cattle of the country was brought 
about by the prevailing agricultural depres- 
sion supplemented by the almost total loss 
of our export trade in beef since the war 
period, financial difficulties and a reduction 
in the number of cattle on the western 
ranges and in the corn belt states. Immediately following the war, 
when it became unnecessary to have shipments of fresh meat 
reach Europe in the shortest period of time, and when boats be- 
came available, the European supply was shipped from South 
America and Australia where a large surplus of beef cattle and 
sheep were accumulated during the war. Consequently there was 
a sharp falling off in the amount of fresh meat exported from this 
country and naturally the price of commercial cattle declined very 
rapidly. Prices of pure bred breeding cattle were maintained at a 
higher level for a year or more after commercial cattle began to 
decline in price. There is a close relation between the price of 
commercial cattle and breeding cattle, but pure bred cattle values 
did not decline in value until about a year after commercial cattle 
values had reached a comparatively low level. 

The general reduction in the size of the beef herds of the coun- 
try and the nation wide liquidation began shortly after the war, 
but there was a surplus of beef cattle on the farms and ranges 
until 1926. In 1926 commercial cattle prices began to strengthen 
and have been on a satisfactory basis most of the time since that 
date. During the period of depression many herds of pure bred 
breeding cattle and many herds of commercial cattle were dispers- 
ed. Among these were many Aberdeen-Angus breeders who un- 
fortunately purchased cattle at peak prices and found difficulty in 
selling cattle without serious losses. This general situation togeth- 
er with low prices for farm products gave the industry a severe 
set-back or shock from which it has never fully recovered. The 
breeders and producers who were in a position to maintain their 
herds will be able to reap a reward during the next few years be- 
cause of the scarcity and increased demand for good breeding 
cattle. 
Some decided economic changes have taken place in the beef 
industry during the past decade that should result in improved con- 
ditions of the trade. More economical methods of maintaining the 
beef breeding herd have been developed by utilizing more rough- 
age and less grain feed, thereby reducing the cost of maintenance. 
The practice of developing the calves rapidly and preparing them 
for market at an early age has also helped to lower the cost of 
production. } 

The consuming public is demanding smaller cuts of meats be- 
cause of the method of living of many of the meat consumers. 
Apartment buildings with kitchenettes are not suitable for keeping 
any large quantities of food with the result that only one day’s 
supply is purchased at a time. Since women are engaged in in- 
dustry to a greater extent than any time in the history of this 
country quick meals are prepared which require steaks or chops. 
The increased cost of beef has also been a factor in creating a 
demand for smaller cuts of beef. These conditions have developed 
a broad outlet for lighter weight. wel! finished cattle commonly 
sold on the market as “baby beef.” 

The broad outlet for light weight cattle has created a demand 
for calves for the feed lots instead of yearlings and two year old 
cattle: Consequently the beef industry on 
the range has been placed very largely on 
a cow and calf basis, which means that it 
will require a greater number of breeding 
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cows to produce the necessary calves to provide the same tonnage 
of beef that was previously produced by feeding cattle for heavier 
weights. Baby beef of quality cannot be produced from scrub or 
inferior cattle. This should increase the demand for high class 
pure bred bulls for the range as well as for beef production under 
corn belt conditions. 

The reduction in the size and number of cow herds on the 
range, the increased demand for calves for the corn belt feed lots 
and the liquidation of herds in the middle west has very materially 
increased the price of feeding calves. Calves that were selling five 
years ago at prices ranging from $25.00 to $30.00 per head at 
weaning time are now selling at from $45.00 to $50.00 per head, 
or nearly double the price received during the period from 1920 
to 1925. This situation has stimulated interest in the establish- 
ment of beef breeding herds on many of the farms in the middle 
western and eastern states. Farmers who have adopted this policy 
of beef production and have maintained herds of beef breeding 
cows have eliminated to a very considerable extent the speculative 
feature of cattle feeding. By producing their own feeders and in- 
cidentally avoiding competition on the feeder market, cost of ship- 
ping, buying expense, unavoidable losses encountered by shrinkage 
as well as losing time in getting cattle accustomed to their new en- 
vironment, these producers have a decided advantage over feeders 
who must depend upon the market for their supply of feeders. In 
addition to the advantages mentioned they have been able to util- 
ize to advantage cheap roughage and miscellaneous pasture that 
had no market value. These producers have been well paid for 
the cattle marketed because practically all the raw material that 
entered into beef production was produced on the farm. Not only 
have they received a satisfactory price for all the crops produced 
on the farm, but they have been able to maintain the fertility of 
the land so as to make it more productive than land on which no 
cattle were maintained. 

The opportunity for great expansion of the cattle industry un- 
der natural range conditions has passed. Many of the previously 
stocked cattle grazing areas have been put under cultivation or 
have been stocked with sheep, reducing the number of feeding cat- 
tle produced on the westemn ranges, and consequently feeding cat- 
tle are likely to remain high in price. This situation seems to of- 
fer an excellent opportunity for the establishment of beef breed- 
ing herds on the farms in the agricultural sections of the country. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed has demonstrated its value as a 
meat making machine under average farm conditions and therefore 
should be the favorite breed in the development of this type of beef 
production. The breed has not only demonstrated its ability as a 
superior beef animal in the pure bred and high grade herds of the 
country, but the use of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls on scrub 
females and cow herds of dairy extraction has resulted in a marked 
improvement in the class of cattle coming [Continued on page 34

bull although tired and sore from the 
last shipping by rail, was keen, alert, 
masculine, beautifully headed; his head 
was decidedly striking in its design, 
throat as clean as that of a mocking 
bird; he was deep chested, carried a 
beautiful rib and top and bottom lines.

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Ever since the days of Moses, orthodox Jews have held close- 
ly to the dietary commands of this ancient biblical law giver. These 
early regulations were gradually transformed into custom, and ob- 
servance of them in the daily preparation and consumption of food 
has been considered as much a part of Jewish religious life as ad- 
herence to the principles of the decalogue itself. 

Gentiles have always known of certain customs of the Jews— 
for example, the prohibition against eating pork—but most of their 
beliefs concerning kosher meat, its preparation and use, are based 
on misconceptions and vague, general ideas, without basis in fact. 
Because of this vagueness, and in order to 
state clearly just what koshering means today 
in the meat industry of the United States and 
how the kosher practices are observed among 
modern Jews, this report has been prepared. 

Kosher, in brief, means that which is 
wholesome according to religious rules and 
regulations of the Jewish faith. There are 
various degrees of wholesomeness, indicated 
by the fact that Jews refer to some meat as 
being kosher, but to other meat as being more 
kosher. Kosher is a Hebrew word meaning 
fit or proper. As applied to meats it signifies 
those meats which it is proper for the Jewish 
people to eat. These kosher meats must be 
cut from such animals as the Mosaic law de- 
fined as clean. They must come from animals 
which have been slaughtered in strict con- 
formity with the rules of Shehitah, (the 
ancient dietary regulations of the Hebrews). 

The main emphasis in the kosher meat 
trade is on beef, though this classification in- 
cludes not only beef itself, but lamb, mutton, 
veal, and, indeed, poultry. Therefore all meat 
animals slaughtered for consumption by ortho- 
dox Jews throughout the world are closely su- 
pervised by authorized representatives of the 
Jewish faith. In a modern, practical, non- 
religious, commercial world and civilization 
such as we have built up in this 
country, it is unique to have the 
most important single article of 
food for a considerable racial 
group prepared in accordance with 
ancient customs, each of which is 
tinged with religious significance. 

Religious Aspect Unusual in Modern Life. 

As a nation, we have long since outgrown 
the attitude of our Puritan forefathers, who 
considered it but common courtesy to inquire, 
as they met each other, as to whether they 
had made their peace with God, or as to “how 
their souls did.” Ignoring the modern trend towards the mechan- 
ical and unemotional and unreligious, all meat for consumption by 
the Jew is prepared according to the Mosaic law set down three 
thousand years ago. Furthermore, the diet of the orthodox Jew is 
closely regulated by religious restriction covering not only the 
kinds of food which may be consumed in general, but in every case 
the conditions under which such foods may be used. ; 

When the Israelites were wandering in the wilderness near Mt. 
Sinai under the leadership of Moses, and there established the Mo- 
saic system of slaughter and preparation of meat animals for food, 
they were probably the first people to inaugurate a regular system 
of inspection of meats after the slaughter of live stock. The rea- 
son for setting up such a system was undoubtedly hygienic. It 
was an attempt on the part of the leaders of Judaism to lay down 
and enforce common sense rules of health concerning diet which 
would preserve the race. Modern koshering of meats is based on 
Deuteronomy 12:20-24, which is as follows: 

“When the Lord thy God shall enlarge thy border, as he hath promised thee, 
and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, because thy soul longeth to eat flesh; thou 
mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy soul lusteth after. If the place which the Lord 
thy God hath chosen to put his name there be too far from thee, then thou shalt 
kill of thy herd and of thy flock, which the Lord hath given thee, as I have com- 
manded thee, and thcu shalt eat in thy gates whatsoever thy soul lusteth after.

Even as the roebuck and the hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat them: the uncl 
and the clean shall eat of them alike. Only be sure that thou eat not the mame 
for the blood is the life; and thou mayest not eat the life with the flesh.” 
This passage provides that when the Jewish people had “en- 
larged their border” as the Lord had promised they should do and 
were so far away from the tabernacle of the Lord that it would be 
impossible for them to bring their offerings directly to the altar 
of Jehovah, they might kill and eat within their own gates. The 
Jews still observe the restrictions placed upon the portions of the 
carcasses that may be eaten. They eat only the meat of the fore 
quarters of cattle, sheep and goats. In Leviti- 
cus may be found minute directions concerning 
the various offerings of meats. In theory, only 
the best portions of the animals were accept- 
able as offerings, and what remained was eat- 
en by the priests and the people. We read in 


: oe the third chapter, for instance: 
3 “And he shall offer of the sacrifice of the peace of- 


fering an offering made by fire unto the Lord; the fat 
y ‘ . thereof, and the whole rump, it shall he take off hard 
é z by the backbone; and the fat that covereth the in- 
: : wards, and all the fat that is upon the inwards, and 
the two kidneys, and the fat that is upon them, which 
is by the flanks, and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away.” 


Special Slaughterers for Kosher Killing. 

The extent to which this religious super- 
vision of slaughter of meat animals: has been 
carried since that time can be seen from the 
fact that no one is allowed to slaughter and 
inspect animals for the Jewish meat trade ex- 
cept a shohet—that is cattle killer. The 
slaughter work is considered highly technical 
and is classed by the Jews as a separate pro- 
fession. The shohet (cattle killer) must go 
through an extensive and lengthy training 
period of both study and probation 
and pass a rigid examination by a 
qualified rabbi of the Jewish faith 
before he can undertake the 
slaughtering of animals for con- 
sumption by Jews. A shohet must 
be a Jew of good character, relig- 
ious, and possessed of some cul- 
ture. Certain persons such as min- 
ors, uneducated people, deaf mutes, morons and 
non-observant Israelites cannot act as sho- 
hetim. Persons whose hands tremble or those 
addicted to drink cannot act. Satisfactory ev- 
idence of good moral and religious character 
must be presented before a license can be given by the rabbi. If a 
shohet shows any wilful violation of Judaism, disbelief in its tradi- 
tions or disregard for its laws of diet, he may be disqualified. His 
education must include all the rules of Shehitah, and he must know 
how to kill expertly and actually kill at least three animals in suc- 
cession in the presence of a competent shohet before he can be qual- 
ified. Finally, he must be thoroughly acquainted with the normal 
and pathological condition of live stock anatomy and must be pro- 
ficient in the examination and setting of the knife and in killing. 

Prohibition of Pork to Jews. 


At present, as throughout history, the orthodox Jew is a big 
consumer of beef, lamb and mutton, veal, poultry and fish. This is 
largely due to the fact that religious restrictions forbid his use of 
pork and pork products. The regulations regarding the eating of 
pork, which is forbidden to the Jew, were undoubtedly called forth 
by the fact that hogs had been considered as scavengers, as indeed 
they were until modern methods of handling came into vogue. 
However, a more important explanation is the religious one. Many 
ancient peoples, including the Jews, looked on the hog as the abode 
of the devil or the evil one. Hence the Semitic avoidance of pork 
in any form. Naturally the hog fell into bad repute, as being det- 
rimental to health and unclean. Because of this avoidance of pork, 
the demand for beef on the part of the Jewish trade has always 
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been very important for the packing industry 
on account of the Jewish custom of using beef 
for boiling, especially for soups, and the most 
desirable source of this sort of meat is the 
forequarter. Gentile trade, on the other hand, 
demands beef for roasts, broiling and frying, 
and the ribs and hindquarter cuts are better 
adapted to this purpose. 

Clean and unclean animals are described 
so minutely in the Old Testament that there 
can be no doubt as to what was meant. The 
eleventh chapter of Leviticus deals with the 


matter at length as follows: 
“And the Lord spake unto Moses and to Aaron, say- 


ing unto them, Speak unto the children of Israel, say- 
ing, These are the beasts which ye shall eat among all 
the beasts that are on the earth. Whatsoever parteth 
the hoof, and is cloven-footed and cheweth the cud, 
among the beasts, that shall ye eat. 

“Nevertheless these shall ye not eat of them that 
chew the cud, or of them that divide the hoof: 
as the camel, because he cheweth the cud, but 
divideth not the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
And the coney, because he cheweth the cud, but 
divideth not the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
And the hare, because he cheweth the cud, but 
divideth not the hoof; he is unclean unto you. 
And the swine, though he divide the hoof, and be 
cloven-footed, yet he cheweth not the cud; he is 
unclean to you. Of their flesh shall ye not eat, 
and their carcass shall ye not touch; they are 
unclean to you.” 

Method of Slaughtering. 

As very little has ever been written 
on the subject of kosher meat, it is in- 
teresting to note the method of kosher 
slaughter. Animals killed for the kosher 
trade must be bled from the 
throat. For example, cattle 
which are _ kosher-slaughtered 
are not permitted to be knocked 
before bleeding as is the prac- 
tice with cattle for the regular 
trade. They are driven into the 
knocking pens one at a time, 
and the door of the pen is rais- 
ed about two feet, while one 
hind leg is shackled. The ring 
in the shackle chain is then con- 
nected with the hook of the 
hoist, and, at a given signal, the 
door of the shackling pen is 
raised and the animal is lifted 
by one leg from the pen. The 
beef is then lowered so that the 
shoulder rests on the floor, with 
the hindquarter still suspended 
from the hoist. 

Calves and sheep are either 
thrown and held on the floor, 
or are hoisted and suspended 
from the shackle chain and held 
in a convenient position with 
head drawn back to expose the 
throat for the shohet. In the 
case of beef, a muzzle with a 
leverage attachment is placed 
over the snout and jaws, and 
the head is drawn back until 
the neck is taut, so that the 
throat is completely exposed. 
The cutter then slits the throat 
from ear to ear with one 
straight cross and back stroke. This must be done absolutely ac- 
cording to rule. Simply one cross stroke or three strokes will not 
be acceptable. It must be only one stroke—forward and back. 

It is interesting to note that the kosher schlachters, or cutters 
and inspectors, are provided with a smali enclosure adjacent to the 
knocking pens. This enclosure is for the purpose of giving them a 
place to sharpen and inspect their knives and a place to perform 
their religious ceremonials. 

In cutting the throat, the shohet severs the jugular vein and 
other large blood vessels leading to the head, as well as the gullet 
and windpipe. In general, the same style of slaughter is perform- 
ed on other animals slaughtered kosher style. Although the Jew- 
ish law prescribes that a qualified representative of the church 
perform the act of slaughtering, it is permissible for a Gentile to

assist the shohet in the work of holding the animal in proper posi- 
tion while the act is being performed. 
Special Type of Knife Used. 

A specially designed knife known as the chalaf is used by the 
cutter. The Jewish regulations specify in detail as to the length of 
this knife, its sharpness, the preparation of it so as to guarantee 
its proper efficiency, and freedom of the edge from the minutest 
It is required to be twice as long as the width of the ani- 
mal’s necx upon which it is to be used—so many fingersbreadth 
for mature cattle, so many fingersbreadth for calves and sheep. 
It must be made of the best steel and sharpened to a razor edge. 

The shohet tries the edge across the flesh and nail of his fin- 
ger, drawing it twelve times across the nail, as representing the 
cartilage of the trachea, and across the flesh, as representing the 
soft flesh of the oesophagus, which parts it is to sever. So im- 
portant is the condition of the edge of the knife and degree of 
sharpness that it is an art to keep it in proper condition. The 
knife is carefully sharpened after each killing and is never per- 
mitted to be put on a steel as other butchers use to maintain a good 
edge. In this sharpening two different stones are used. One is a 
fine grinding stone and the other a smooth stone for the finishing 
of the edge, and it serves the same purpose as a butcher’s steel. 
A careful examination is made of the condition of the edge both 
before and immediately after the slaughter of each animal. If a 
knife is used with the slightest indication of not having a perfect 
smooth edge the animals slaughtered with it are considered “trei- 
fah” and are rejected as unfit for food. If more than one stroke of 
the knife is necessary to sever the throat, the animal is also con- 
sidered treifah. 

Nehelah and Treifah Defined. 

Nebelah is the status of flesh of animals which die of natural 
deaths. Treifah means the flesh of any animal found to have been 
affected by a lesion of any kind which might cause its death. In 
Leviticus, flesh of animals torn by wild 
beasts was considered to be treifah. In 
modern usage, treifah meat includes any 
meat which is not to be eaten by Jews, 
for any reason, such as disease, or fail- 
ure to have been properly koshered un- 
der the rules of Shehitah, or for having 
been kept for a period exceeding the AF 
three days after slaughter, or twelve rs | 
days with proper ceremonial washings. ta 
Usually the word is spelled “treifah” 
and is referred to by Jewish butchers as i 
“tref.” When kosher beef in the pack- ) 
ers’ coolers becomes “tref” because of |

the lapse of time after slaughter, it is 
sold into the regular channels of the 
meat trade. 


Reason for Kosher Slaughter 
Method. 

There are two important 
reasons why so much emphasis 
is placed upon the method of 
slaughter. The first reason is 
that it is consid-red essential to 
cause instant death. 
A knife cut in the 
throat deep enough 
to sever the wind-§ 
pipe and gullet is 
considered deep 
enough to cause in- 
stant death. The 
second reason is to 
permit a rapid and 
free flow of blood 
from the _ carcass. 
This is a very im- 
portant part of the 
Jewish regulations, and is 
the result of a strict in- 
terpretation of the Mosaic 
law found in Leviticus 
17:14, which is as follows: 

“For it (the blood) is the 
life of all flesh; the blood of 
it is for the life thereof; therefore I said 
unto the children of Israel, Ye shall eat 
the blood of no manner of flesh: for the 
life of all flesh is the blood thereof: Who- 
ever eateth it shall be cut off.” 


Again, in Genesis 9:3-4 we find 
this passage:

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WHERE BABY BEEVES are BABY BEEVEs 


One of the most lovely places in the whole world to spend a 
day or two in June is in upper Dutchess county in Old New York. 
Not much more than a dozen miles back from the Hudson, and just 
over a low mountain range lies the now famous Doddie estate of 
Briarcliff. Here on a once neglected soil grow crops that show a 
marked increase in yield as compared with but a few years ago. 
Here too the dainty fawn cow and her army of attendants and 
cream separating machines have given way to her dusky cousin 
who supplies her own milking device in the form of a husky Dod- 
die calf. Since becoming the chief cornerstone in the Eastern Ab- 
erdeen-Angus structure Briarcliff is supplying a fine trade devoted 
largely to the founding of new breeding herds. Some of these for 
the purpose of growing pure bred registered cattle for resale and 
many for the purpose of establishing foundation herds from which 
to grow market topping Baby Beef calves. 

This is one pure bred institution in this country that believes 
in the commercial end of the business and as a result conducts a 
gigantic and most successful commercial trade. The very first 
Saturday in June Briarcliff Farms shipped a carload of Baby 
Beeves of their own breeding to the New York Butchers Dressed 
Meat Company. They were the sensation of the beef market in 
New York and brought net in the feedlots at home $17.75 per 
hundredweight. On the following Saturday another load repeated 
the performance, and it is the purpose of this firm to send along 
to the New York market about once a week until the latter part of 
September or October just such a consignment. These calves go 
to market weighing right at 1000 pounds per head. 

A peculiar thing about this system of selling is that the calves 
are loaded and sent to market and paid for on the basis of dressing 
percentage, grade and quality, netting usually from 17c to 18c per 
pound. Consequently the regular dressed beef market has little 
bearing on the price recorded for such cattle. 

Market for this class of cattle is apparently almost unlimited. 
The city of Springfield, Mass., demands and is willing to pay for 
Briarcliff Aberdeen-Angus Baby Beef. In fact, market men from 
there have been taking baby beeves from the Briarcliff feedlots 
since early spring at from 16%c to 18c per pound net. One dealer 
alone has a truck that makes a weekly visit and each time takes 
away from eight to ten head. 

Bill Pew waxed warm and announced emphatically “Aberdeen- 
Angus Baby Beeves only can be satisfactorily marketed in the 
method I have outlined here.” He further says “we have no fears 
about the net returns when we send in a load of well finished 
cattle.” 

“Just in passing” says Bill “I want to mention that Briarcliff 
will be represented at the Eastern States Exposition show with 
two loads of Baby Beeves, the equal of which have never before 
been seen in the East’”—with a casual jesture indicating that the 
evidence was just beyond the gate near a big feed bunk, where laz- 
ily and contentedly fed a magnificent lot of young bullocks. Just 
a short distance beyond he 
says “these two pens of jun- 
ior yearling and summer 
yearling single show steers 
of our own breeding will 
clearly demonstrate the prog- 
ress that is being brought 
about in our herd by the use 
of great herd sires.” Even 
to the critical observer it 
would seem that Bill Pew 
was clearly justified in his 
remarks. Bulls do have their 
influence. Especially is this 
true in the case of the Aber- 
deen-Angus bull of the right 
sort, the right type and the 
right quality. 

Under this same influ- 
ence—outstanding herd bulls

—the show herd is progressing satisfactorily. It would sec 

to undertake to describe the various members of the aor ae 
that will come before the public this season from Briarcliff. Per- 
haps we should however mention the two sons of Black Balzac of 
Page—Briarcliff Pedro and Briarcliff Eland 2d, half brothers of 
Enchanter, twice reserve grand champion at Chicago. They will 
go forward in the aged and two year old bull classes respectively 
in one herd while Quality Lad of Briarcliff the third prize junior 
yearling bull at Chicago last year, now in great form, will head the 
aged herd on another circuit. 

“In this paddock” says Bill “is Revolution of Page 2d, grand 
champion at the last International; he is in fine form today to 
withstand all the competition this country affords. He is the kind 
of a bull that will always be ready to do battle.” Then there was 
a quartet of junior yearling bulls that looked like they might throw 
quite a party at some of the big shows. They are bred that way 
and it seems that the lad who handles the feed bucket realized the 
possibilities resting within these silken hides. There are past win- 
ners among them and they are next of kin to many other promi- 
nent show yard celebrities. The bull calves have been cut after the 
same pattern so it is quite unnecessary to give individual comment. 

The boxes containing the show cows and heifers show no signs 
of neglect, either in the proper selection of material with which to 
work nor with the handiwork of these master feeders. Briarcliff 
Kindew 2d, winner of third in that red hot class of junior yearlings 
at Chicago last year breaks the beam at 1500 pounds and is every 
ounce a real beef cow of wonderful character. This new bull Erwin 
Marshall seems to be exerting a strong influence upon this string 
of show cattle. His daughter Erica Marlene and her stall mate 
Briarcliff Enchantress by Revelerica took like a very promising 
pair for the next class. There was a decidedly qualitied package 
in the little summer yearling Eline heifer. The pair of senior heif- 
er calves by Erwin Marshall are good to look at—one using the 
expression of Bill Pew “is about as sweet in character and quality 
and finish as can be made.” 

_ It is not much wonder that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are grow- 
ing rapidly in favor in the East. Visitors are pleased with what 
they find and they are again pleased with the manner of treatment 
accorded when they purchase. Inquiry disclosed a fine trade this 
spring and summer. Lee Colton recently purchased Briarcliff Es- 
cort by Revelerica, a yearling bull from an Elba dam by Blackmere 
4th, and T. M. Scoon took Burgess Glencarnock 11th by Edward 
Glencarnock and from a Glencarnock Miss Burgess cow. These 
gentlemen, both from Geneva, founded their herds some time ago. 
Their system of beef making is unique, interesting and successful. 
All of their cattle are pastured on sweet clover which is their sys- 
tem of land improvement for the growing of large acreages of 
cabbage.

Her sire Evolensign of Ballindalloch was 
one of the greatest sires ever used at Bal- 
lindalloch, his progeny having been consist- 
ent winners at all the leading shows. Two 
of his sons, half brothers to this heifer, Be- 
mindful Maid, are being retained as stock 


ination is worth 
much we took an in- 
dividual picture of 
each heifer as she 
appeared that day. 
Later we expect to 
take another for 
comparison.

Describing four- 
teen heifers is some 
task. We undertake 
it reluctantly, real- 
izing full well that 
Journal readers are 
anxious to get bet- 
ter acquainted with 
these heifers indi- 
vidually and with 


their breeding we 
shall try as briefly 
as possible to paint 
a picture of each 
one—for we learned 
to know them individually during those two 


days. 

Bemindful Maid (86972) was one of the 
larger of the 1928 heifers. Like the rest of 
the lot she is exceptionally smooth from 
end to end and shows every evidence of be- 
ing a great matron, splendid type, very 
straight top, exceptionally smooth at the 
tail head, deep in body, straight underline, 
good quarters and plenty of width, evenly 
fleshed. She is an intensely Ballindalloch 
bred Miss Burgess the record of whose an- 
cestry would furnish ample material for a 
good sized book. The Miss Burgess family 
as a whole is about the best tribe at Ballin- 
dalloch. The cows are all of great size, 
very fleshy, great milkers and most of them 
are very good in the head. 

The dam of this heifer is Behestful Maid, 
a full sister to Boxer of Ballindalloch, win- 
ner of first prize at Perth and champion- 
ship at the Highland. This bull was pur- 
chased at Perth by Sir J. R. Findlay of Ab- 
erlour for 2000 guineas. Another half 
brother of Behestful Maid was first and su- 
preme champion at Inverness in 1919. 

Two full sisters of Behestful Maid are in 
the Ballindalloch herd at present. One of 
them, Behopeful Maid’s first calf, Bensizn 
of Ballindalloch was first and - supreme 
champion at Perth in 1926 and was pur- 
chased by Messrs. Marshall & Mitchell of 
Bleaton, for 500 guineas, top price of the 
sale. Her next bull calf, Bernard of Bal-

bulls at Ballindalloch. 

Eba of Ballindalloch and Evening Tinge 
are a pair of richly Ballindalloch bred El- 
bas. They are nicely balanced, carry 
straight top and bottom lines. Both are 
good at the heart and deep in the flank. 
The first named has perhaps a little better 
head. This is a pair of nice straight young 
things that are surely destined to make his- 
tory on this continent. The first heifer is 
sired by Mulben Pathologist, bred at Mul- 
ben and leased for a time for service in the 
Ballindalloch herd. He was first and re- 
serve champion bull at the Perth sale. The 
dam is sired by Evilesco of Ballindalloch 
and the second dam by Elorus of Ballindal- 
loch, twice winner of second place at the 
Highland and sire of a great lot of prize 
winners. The other is by Romulum of Bal- 
lindalloch, a bull that is being freely used 
in the Ballindalloch herd because of his su- 
perior prepotency. The dam is by Jorum 
of Ballindalloch and the second dam is by 
Equable of Ballindalloch. 

Eastern Erica of Ballindalloch is an Eisa 
by Mulben Pathologist and out of Easeful 
Erica, a show cow herself, whose son Earl 
Exo of Ballindalloch was champion at the 
Highland in 1926. Another of her sons, 
Essence of Ballindalloch, was second at the 
1925 Perth sales and one of her daughters 
was first at the Elgin sales in 1928. Indi- 
vidually she is as good as her breeding and 
very much after the same type and confor- 


mation as those already described. 

Keralette of Bailindalloch is one of the 
most intensely Bailindalioch bred K. Prides 
to be tound. She comes after Jorum of Bal- 
lindalloch and is from a dam by Kquable 
of Ballindalioch while her second dam is a 
daughter ot Delamere. Pride of Babjar is 
a Mulben Pride atter the Pride of ‘lervie 
strain, Ballindalioch bred for generations, 
and after Jorum of Ballindalloch, the dam 
being by Junior Eric tor years chief stock 
buli at Harviestoun for Mr. J. E. Kerr. 
Prince Benson of Ballindalloch (sire of Col. 
Kennedy’s winners from Doonholm) winner 
of first and champion at Aberdeen in 1922 
and sold to Col. Kennedy tor 1500 guineas 
is from the same dam. This is one of the 
very choicest heifers in the lot. Individual- 
ly she will be hard to improve upon. 

Genevette of Ballindalioch is a daughter 
of Jorum, and a richly Ballindalloch bred 
Georgina. Individually she will be hard to 
fault—deep, thick, and lowset, straight and 
nicely balanced. Her dam is by Evoiensign 
and the second dam by Eris of Harviestoun, 
winner of first at the Highland in 1913 and 
first and champion in 1914. 

Black Begonia 3d of Glenfarclas, the only 
daughter of Evascus of Ballindalloch to 
come to America is a member of the Bal- 
lindalloch Blackbird tribe, coming through 
Blackeyes of Ballindalloch. She is from 
what might be termed the Lady Ida Black- 
bird family, one of the best producing 
tribes in the old country, both as to breed- 
ing animals and show cattle. Her four top 
sires represent the best bulls ever used at 
Ballindalloch. 

The six heifers from Kinermony were 
not hard to separate from the rest—they 
are so uniform in type and character. There 
were four Juana Ericas, two calved in 1927 
and two in 1928—each being close up to the 
famous old cow Juana Erica champion at 
both the Royal and the Highland shows. 
They all came through her daughter Juan- 
ita Erica who was also champion at the 
Highland and Royal shows. This importa- 
tion leaves but sixteen females of this tribe 
in Scotland. The Hartleys now have five in 
this country which is about half the total 
number of Juana Erica females in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Jaunty of Kinermony is a daughter of 
Essence of Ballindalloch and her dam is by 
Bandsman of Inchgower. Julia Erica of 
Kinermony is also by the same sire and her 
dam is by Eclarion of Ballindalloch. Janina 
of Kinermony is by Eclarion of Ballindal- 
loch and Jermyn of Ballindalloch is by Es- 
sence of Ballindalloch. Both are from Ju- 
liana Erica, a daughter of Mr. Cummings 
great breeding bull Enna and the second 
dam Juana of Kinermony is sired by Mr. 
Kerr’s bull Evenwood of Harviestoun. A 
majority of the sires in both these tabula- 
tions are from Ballindalloch. These four 
wonderfully bred Juana Ericas will togeth- 
er with the one already in the Hartley herd 
serve as the foundation for a great tribe to 
be developed in America. 

From the Cummings herd also comes the 
splendidly bred Elba heifer Evelyn of Kin- 
ermony, by Essence of Ballindalloch and 
from Evening Shade of Kinermony by En- 
na, the next dam is Evening Trail by Imp. 
Edgar of Dalmeny, the bull that sired so 
many good things in the Woodcote herd in 
Michigan. The other, Early Verdict of Kin- 
ermony, is an Enchantress by Juror of Kin- 
ermony. Her dam is by Bandsman of Inch- 
gower and her second dam by Imp. Edgar 
of Dalmeny. 

These splendid females mated with the 
great breeding bulls at the Hartley Stock 
Farms should enable this institution to 
bring some most attractive things before 
the American public in the years to come.

Uncooked Tomato Relish. 


3 pints of ripe tomatoes, peeled and chop- 
ped; 1 cup celery, chopped; 4 tablespoonfuls 
red pepper, chopped; 4 tablespoonfuls onion, 
chopped; 4 tablespoonfuls salt; 6 table- 
spoonfuls sugar; 6 tablespoonfuls mustard 
seed; % teaspoon each of cloves, allspice 
and nutmeg; 2 cupfuls of vinegar or enough 
to cover the mixture.

NEWS QUIPS FROM OUTSIDE. 
Newest Use for Cornstalks. 

Three men, Adolf Hawerlander, M. M. 
Z:mmerman and Harry Lichtenberg, work- 
ing in a New York laboratory have suc- 
ceeded in making a synthetic lumber board 
from the lowly cornstalk which in the last 
few years has been one of the important 
experimental materials. A chemical bind- 
er has been developed, which when spray- 
ed over shredded cornstalks and subjected 
under pressure produces in fifteen minutes 
a synthetic lumber board in any shape or 
size desired. This new board is to be call- 
ed Halizite, taking the first two letters of 
each man’s name. Tests show that Halizite 
possesses all the qualities of natural wood; 
it is fire-resisting and has insect resisting 
qualities as well as an electrical insulation 
value far higher than ordinary wood. 


Civil Service Examinations. 

Applications for junior crop and _ live 
stock examination must be on file with the 
Civil Service Commission at Washington, 
D. C., not later than August 27th. The en- 
trance salaries range from $2000 to $2,500 
a year. The duties, under direct super- 
vision, are to perform miscellaneous statis- 
tical work in the office of the Federal ag- 
ricultural statistician of the State to which 
assigned in connection with gathering, 
compiling, and analyzing agriculural statis- 
tics relating to acreage, condition, yield, 
and production of crops, and numbers of 
various classes of live stock, and farm val- 
ues: to observe the condition of various 
crops during the growing season, and in- 
terview growers and to assist in the prep- 
aration of monthly reports based upon such 
information, and also the reports prepared 
for the use of the Crop Reporting Board.

The Dea herd of Aberdeen-Angus is at 
home on the Rock Creek Ranch on the Up- 
per Klamath Lake, near Klamath Falls, in 
Klamath County, Oregon. Mt. Shasta in 
Northern California is visible to the south, 
Mt. Pitt (or Mt. McLaughlin) lies directly 
west, and the rim of Crater Lake (the low- 
er slopes of the exploded Mt. Mazuma) may 
be seen to the northward. Across an arm 
of Klamath Lake, is the beautiful moun- 
tain lodge built and owned by the late 
E. H. Harriman of railroad fame. 
Also of historical interest is the fact 
that John C. Fremont encamp- 
ed twice on Rock Creek. The 
first time three men in 
his expedition were 
killed in an engage- 
ment at that point with 
the embattled Modocs; 
the second time he was 
overtaken thereat by 
Kit Carson who deliv- 
ered dispatches inform- 
ing him of the out- 
break of the Mexican 
War. 

The ranch is a re- 
claimed alluvial marsh. 
Before it was drained 
the area was known as

“Every moving thing that liveth shall be meat for 
you; even as the green herb have I given you all 
things. But flesh with the life thereof, which is the 
blood thereof, shall ye not eat.” 


This injunction against the eating of blood 
is the first law laid down in the Pentateuch 
concerning the eating of meats. Additional 
laws are laid down in other portions of the 
Scriptures, and again and again the injunc- 
tion is repeated that the Jews shall be sure 
_ he eats not flesh with the blood there- 
of. 

To summarize, five points have to be ob- 
served according to the rules of Shehitah 
in order that the slaughtered animal may 
be kosher. These are: 

1. Shehiyyah. There must be no pause. 
The incision must be continuous unti) all 
the vital parts are severed. A pause for an 
instant, voluntary or involuntary, renders 
the killing improper. 7 

2. Derasah. There must be no pressing 
upward or downward or any hacking. The 
object is to secure positive quick action in 
making the incision.

_ 8. Haladah. There must be no burrow- 
ing. The knife must not be introduced un- 
der the skin as in stabbing, or covered by 
the wool of the sheep or the hair of the 
steer.

_ 4. Hagrama. The incision must be made 
in a prescribed region of the neck, viz., 
through the trachea, preferably below the 
cricoid—the complete cartilaginous ring 
just below the larynx.

5. Ikkur. There must be no laceration, 
but a clean cut, not a tear. Hence the knife 
is examined after the operation as well as 
before to make sure that it is perfectly 
smooth. If roughness is found on the edge 
of the knife, the beast is declared treifah.

that for other cattle, calves and sheep, ex. 
cept for the kosher inspection. After the 
beef has been lowered to the cttale beds 
the hide is ripped open down the brisket 
and belly for the convenience of the kosher 
inspector or searcher. A knife hole is open- 
ed in the belly at the brisket point. it is 
through this hole that the inspector or 
searcher makes his inspection of the lun 
cavity. The arm is thrust into the belly 
and an opening made through the dia- 
phragm into the chest cavity. The lungs 
and ribs are thoroughly examined for ad- 
hesions, growths, or presence of foreign 
matter. 

If a searcher finds anything on the sur- 
face of the lungs or rib that arouses his 
suspicion as to the condition of the animal, 
the carcass is rejected. In the largest 
slaughter houses, at this point the animal 
is considered treifah without further in- 
spection. In smaller houses, however, the 
lungs are removed and inflated by the 
searcher placing the open end of the wind- 
pipe to his mouth and blowing the lungs 
up to see if they will hold air. ven in the 
presence of slight adhesions, if the lungs 
will hold air, the carcass is passed as kos- 
her. In the large plants which kill cattle 
kosher style, this operation is not consider- 
ed practicable from a cost standpoint and 
is not made, thereby permitting the beef to 
remain as treifah. In large scale opera- 
tions, where several hundred head of cattle 
are slaughtered an hour, the time element 
involved in making the additional tests of 
the lungs is too great to avoid hampering 
other operations in the department. 

The theory upon which the kosher inspec- 
tion is based, is the antiquated belief that 
if there is any disorder in the system of 
the animal it will be reflected in the con- 
dition of the lungs. In addition, search is 
made for ruptured or weakened blood ves- 
sels, for the theory is that the slightest 
lesion may have released blood into the 
flesh. If the condition is such that it would 
probably cause the death of an animal with- 
in a period of one year, the carcass is con- 
sidered unfit for food and is treifah, in 
which case the carcass is marked on the 
brisket with a cross inside a circle. If the 
searcher is satisfied with the condition of 
the animal he marks the brisket in Hebrew 
letters siving the date of slaughter and the 
name of the searcher who made the inspec- 
tion. (Figures 2 and 3).

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Contributing Factors 


By W. H. Lapp, 
Poultry Dept. 


During the late summer and early fall 
months many poultry producers become 
very much concerned regarding fall molt in 
the young stock because of the fact that 
such molts are expensive from an economic 
standpoint. , 

During the fall and early winter months 
eggs are generally high in price and it is 
the ambition of most producers to obtain 
a fairly high production during this time. 
When the pullets go into a molt they gen- 
erally stop laying or lay 
very few eggs, thus cut- — 
ting the revenue. Fall ee 
molt in pullets is also 
expensive from the 
standpoint of its effect 
upon the health of the 
birds. Many times colds 
and diseases of one kind 
and another may attack 
the stock during these 
periods. There are a 
number of factors that 
can effect molt, namely: 

(1) Breeding. 

(2) Feeding. 

(3) Disease. 

(4) Management. 

Experience of numer- 
ous poultry producers 
has proven conclusively 
that breeding may play 
a very important part | 
in the feather growth of 
the young stock. An- 
other factor that cannot 
be overlooked entirely 
in regard to fall molt in 
pullets is the develop- 
ment of thése characteristics through in- 
herited tendencies. Those characteristics 
which reflect thrift, vigor and health in 
poultry should be stressed at all times 
through the breeding pen. One of the best 
practices that can be followed is to select 
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To FALL MOLTING 


those birds that develop rapidly from the 
standpoint of uniform feather growth and 
bone and muscle tissue. It is well to mark 
these individuals and use them in the breed- 
ing pen. This method of selection, alone, 
can make a remarkable difference in the 
stock. It has been a common practice on 
many farms to sell a certain number of 
broilers each year. Among these early 
broilers there may be some that show evi- 
dence of having good breeding qualities. I

do not know definitely whether molt is a 
characteristic that is influenced materially 
by breeding. However, I can assume that 
such is the case and not take any unneces- 
sary chances by continually using pullet 
stock that has gone through fall molt in the 
breeding pen. 
Influence of Feeding. 

Without a doubt, the factors of feather 
growth, bone development and fall molt are 
influenced materially by feeding. This can 
be attributed to a number of factors inci- 
dental to feeding, kind of feed, method of 
feeding, time of feeding, equipment for 
feeding, etc. 

The writer was interested in a flock of 
500 Leghorn pullets last fall that showed 
fine development. After being confined in 
the fall for about 30 days these pullets went 
into a molt. The only change in the feed 
was from cracked corn to whole corn in the 
grain ration. All other factors were con- 
stant so far as it was physically possible to 
hold them without variation. This shows 
how slight changes in feeds can oftentimes 
throw the pullet stock into a molt in the 
fall of the year. The writer knows of num- 
erous cases similar to that described where 
slight changes were made in the rations, al- 
so in the amount of feed, etc., and all play- 
ed an important part in causing fall molts 
in the pullet stock. 

There are a number of factors that may 
prove beneficial from the standpoint of 
feather growth and which may influence 
fall molt. I know that the addition of a 
good mineral to the poultry feed assists ma- 


terially in feath- 
er growth. I have 
also found that 
where my birds 
were given a 
good mash, bal- 
anced _satisfact- 
orily from the 
standpoint of 
proteins, minerals, etc., that it had some in- 
fluence upon the molt, especially in the ma- 
ture stock. The writer 
had one pen of Barred 
Rock hens which were 
fed a well balanced ra- 
tion throughout the en- 
tire year. During the 
early fall it was decided 
to exhibit some of these 
birds. In order to use 
them for exhibition pur- 
poses, I had to have 
them go through a molt 
and develop their new 
plumage. I eliminated 
the mash from before 
these birds, cut down on 
the grain ration and yet 
could not force them in- 
to a molt. They kept on 
producing practically at 
the same rate of speed 
during the entire time, 
I was trying to throw 
them into a molt. From 
my observation it is ap- 
parent that the older 
stock is not subjected to 
molts in the fall of the 
year due to variable 
factors as is the case with pullets. 
Continual Care Necessary. 

To guard against fall molt in pullets one 
must use judgment in the development of 
the stock during the summer months or in 
fact from the time it is hatched. Rations 
containing ingredients that have a tendency 
to develop the chicken quickly may cause 
some concern when it comes to the control 
of molt. It is a well known fact that the 
reproductive organs of the pullet are the 
first to reach maturity. Many times when 
a ration contains elements of a forcing na- 
ture the birds will go into production be- 
fore they have reached their entire develop- 
ment. These birds, as a general rule, are 
influenced by changes very materially. Ade- 
quate mash-hopper space is essential at all 
times in order to get uniform development 
of the stock. However, one should watch 
the development of the pullets very closely 
to guard against bringing them along too 
fast or too slow. I am of the opinion that 
developing them too fast is just as detri- 
mental as developing them too slow, in fact, 
from an economical standpoint, they both 
effect serious losses. 

Young stock should have plenty of range, 
because this has a tendency to develop 
strong, vigorous stock. Clean, wholesome 
feeds are essential. Moulds and foreign 
materials in feeds may be instrumental to 
throwing young stock into a molt because 
of the fact that it may retard the feed con- 
sumption of the young stock and in this 
way influence the stock directly.

Dr. John Ewvard 


Zo be Associated with Allied Mills 


Live stock men throughout the country 
will be interested in the recent announce- 
ment that Dr. John Evvard, famous nutri- 
tion expert has resigned his position as pro- 
fessor of animal husbandry and chief in 
swine, sheep and beef cattle investigations 
at Iowa State College and the Iowa Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, and will soon 
become associated with the Allied Mills, 
manufacturers of all kinds of live stock and 
and poultry feeds. Dr. 
Evvard needs no intro- 
duction to the feeding 
public. Through his re- 
search and experiment- 
al work, he is respon- 
sible for some of the 
outstanding achieve- 
ments in animal hus- 
bandry. Many people 
say he is the most 
widely known man in 
American live stock cir- 
cles today, because of 
his extensive contribu- 
tions in the form of 
bulletins, agricultural 
press articles and talks 
in regard to the solv- 
ing of many problems 
in live stock feeds and 
feeding. 

By June 1930, he will 
have completed twenty 
years of service for 
the Iowa State College 
and Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station in the 
interests of live stock 
breeding, feeding, man- 
agement and_ housing. 
Previous to this exper- 
ience he spent three 
years on the faculty of the University of 
Missouri, being a member of the faculty of 
the College of Agriculture and a staff mem- 
ber of the Agricultural Experiment Station 
in that state. 

The Allied Mills, with whom Dr. Evvard 
will be connected, is one of the largest feed 
manufacturing organizations in the coun- 
try. It came into existence only recently 
when the American Milling Company and 
the McMillen Company combined interests 
in a merger which brought together two 
outstanding companies already engaged in 
producing live stock and poultry feeds. The 
American Milling Company operates three 
large plants in Peoria, Illinois; Omaha, Ne- 
braska, and Owensboro, Kentucky, while the 
McMillen Company owns and operates the 
Wayne Feed Mills located in Fort Wayne, 
Indiana; East St. Louis, Illinois, and Buffa- 
lo, New York. 

This new milling organization will pro- 
duce at least 750,000 tons of feeds during 
the coming year. 

It was in keeping with the established 
policy of the McMillen Company in offer- 
ing extraordinary educational service to the 
feeders of this country, that the services of 
Dr. Evvard were secured. He will leave 
Ames next June to take charge of the re- 
search department in cattle, swine and 
sheep investigation for the new organiza- 
tion. In his new capacity, Dr. Evvard will 
be in a position to render continued service 
to the live stock feeders and breeders of

America. The McMillen Com 
extensive Educational Services’ Departs 
which conducts many educational meetings 
throughout the country, and answers thous- 
ands of inquiries from feeders. This organ- 
ization already offers the services of Prof. 
A. G. Philips, one of the foremost poultr 
nutrition men in the country and for ene 
years head of the Poultry Department a 
Purdue University, as well as other recog- 
nized authorities on 
feeds and feeding. 

Thousands of farm- 
ers In many = states 
have for hours at a 
time listened to Dr. 
Evvard, widely known 
to live stock people as 
“John,” discuss  feed- 
ing problems at swine 
feeders’ days at Agri- 
cultural Colleges. A 
brief resume of his 
many achievements and 
contributions explains 
why he has attained 
such a prominent place 
in the live stock field. 

He developed the self 
feeder system of feed- 
ing swine, and demon- 
strated, as early as 
1910, that the charact- 
er of rations fed the 
pregnant animal had a 
marked influence upon 
the offspring. 

Dr. Evvard has been 
one of the leading in- 
vestigators to work on 
minerals and mineral 
feeding. He has made 
many contributions 
along the lines of vitamin nutrition in the 
field of applied feeding and was the first 
to demonstrate, experimentally, that certain 
mineral blends when incorporated with 
feeds were of profitable significance in beef 
cattle feeding and fattening. 

Professor Evvard has done much to pop- 
ularize the fact that there is a great dif- 
ference in swine prices depending upon the 
months in which hogs are marketed. This 
idea has helped thousands of farmers to 


regulate their swine production so as to . 


take advantage of a better market. 

He has made many contributions to avail- 
able information concerning the relative 
value of various pastures for swine, relative 
feeding value of different roughages in the 
fattening of cattle and sheep, the import- 
ance of feeding alfalfa hay or meal to live 
stock, the advantages and disadvantages of 
different levels of grain allowance for cat- 
tle and swine, best methods of preparing 
corn for fattening lambs, successful meth- 
ods of baby beef production, superior meth- 
ods for the better timing of live stock pro- 
duction to marketing and other phases of 
live stock feeding and management. 

Dr. Evvard was the first to demonstrate 
that free, open and warmed water for fall 
pig production was essential to the secur- 
ing of maximum profits. He developed the 
first Trinity mixture, supplemental, for 
swine, showing its improvement over single 
feeds such as tankage and others.

Contributing Factors to Fall Molting 


(Continued from page 22) 


Chick Diseases. 

Chick diseases of one kind or another 
play an important part in the development 
of the stock and may also be influential 
from the standpoint of the molt. Coccidi- 
osis, Aspergillosis and Bacillary White 
Diarrhea are some of the*common diseases 
that will be reflected in stunted, poorly de- 
veloped stock. This poor development may 
have an influence on the fall molt. Often- 
times chicks may overcome the disease due 
to the resistancy, that is apparent, never- 
theless some chicks are weakened and may 
always show the effect of the disease in one 
way or another. 

lt is evident that when these chicks are 
subjected to conditions that require vitality, 
to overcome them they lack this vitality, 
due to the diseases which attack them in 
their early states of development. 

Importance of Management. 

Next to feeding, management plays a 
very important part in the control of fall 
molt. 

The writer is interested in a number of 
poultry flocks and I have made it a prac- 
tice to permanently house my pullet stock 
in the fall of the year before five per cent 
of the pullets have come into the lay. This 
rule is followed very carefully and I believe 
that it has assisted materially in the con- 
trol of fall molt. 

Management of the young stock during 
the summer months is important not from 
the standpoint of its immediate effect on 
fall molt but from its effect upon the uni- 
form development and growth of the stock. 
The pullets and cockerels should be separ- 
ated as soon as the sex can be determined. 
Young stock of the same age should be kept 
together rather than mixing stock of var- 
ious ages. The practices of mixing stock 
of different ages may result in considerable 
numbers of the stock not obtaining suffic- 
ient food for their development because of 
the older stock crowding the younger birds 
away from the feed hoppers. Crowded, un- 
sanitary quarters are not conducive to the 
production of healthy stock. Chicks should 
be raised on areas that have been ploughed 
and limed as a control measure against dis- 
ease. 

If the young stock shows evidence of 


worms it should be treated with som i- 
able product. The individual treatannt il 
preferred over the collective treatment. The 
control of parasites, both external and in- 
ternal should receive careful consideration 
The writer had an experience of posting 
some chicks about ten days old that con. 
tained round worms in the intestinal tract 
that were from one-quarter to one-half inch 
in length. _It is evident that such a condi- 
tion certainly must reflect contaminated 
areas. Oftentimes when chicks have con- 
tact with mature stock, either directly or 
indirectly, they run with the hazards of be- 
coming infested with external parasites, 
Management incorporates systematic 
methods. One cannot give plenty of feed 
and water to chicks one day and neglect to 
give them feed and water the next day and 
expect proper growth of the stock.

to market from such herds. The use of a 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bull on the lat- 
ter type of cattle will result in a calf crop 
of black or blue roan color and better than 
ninety-five per cent of the calves will be 
hornless.

Future for Aberdeen-Angus. 

It is always a dangerous and difficult 
task to make a definite prediction or proph- 
ecy as to what the future may have to offer 
in any industry.

siderable progress has been made in devel- 
oping the system of grading and stampin 

beef. When this system becomes universal, 
which is only a matter of time, quality beef 
will be in much greater demand, all of 
which will work to the advantage of the 
breeders producing quality beef. There is 
little danger of developing a surplus of beef 
under normal conditions provided it does 
not become necessary to compete with the 
importation of South American beef. The 
proposed tariff on the importation of fresh 
beef and the fact that most of the South 
American countries have outbreaks of foot 
and mouth disease will have a tendency to 
keep out cheap beef from other countries. 
Thus it can be seen that there is every rea: 
son to believe that satisfactory prices will 
prevail for some time. 

Aberdeen-Angus breeders have every rea- 
son to feel proud of the record which the 
breed has made during the past quarter of 
a century. The breed has gone steadily for- 
ward even though there has been a reduc- 
tion in the number of Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle during the past decade due 
to the general liquidation of cattle and the 
agricultural depression.

animals. The breed has become increas- 
ingly popular on the range and in the feed 
lots of the country. The constantly grow- 
ing and unsupplied demand for black calves 
for the corn belt feed lot and the premiums 
paid by the packers for finished cattle 
which show a preponderance of Aberdeen- 
Angus blood, has been a means of stimulat- 
ing greater interest in the breed among the 
range men. When Aberdeen-Angus calves 
command a premium of around $5.00 per 
head on the range at weaning time, com- 
mercial range men will take notice and con- 
sider the advisability of using Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls. This is the situation that has 
prevailed during the past few years and 
will result in a much more pronounced de- 
mand for bulls from the range territory. 
Aberdeen-Angus have made a most en- 
viable record in the show rings or the coun- 
try during the past decade. ‘te breed has 
continued 1n triumph in the inter-breed con- 
tests at all the leading shows to such an ex- 
tent that it has every right to claim the 
premier position as a beef breed. Since the 
beginning of the International Live Stock 
kixposition at Chicago in 1900, twenty-sev- 
en expositions have been held. During this 
time the Aberdeen-Angus have won the sin- 
gle steer grand championship fourteen 
times with a pure bred or grade representa- 
tive, and three times the grand champion- 
ship has been won by a cross-bred carrying 
Aberdeen-Angus blood. The reserve grand 
championship has been won sixteen times 
during this period. ‘lhe grand champion- 
ship tor the group of thiee steers has been 
won eighteen out of twenty-five times. in 
the carload lot division of the show the 
grand championship has been won twenty- 
three out of twenty-seven times. The most 
coveted prize and the final test of any beef 
animal is the carcass contest. in this di- 
vision ot the show Aberdeen-Angus have 
won the grand championship twenty-six out 
of twenty-seven times, winning it every 
year except the first year the show was 
held; thus establishing a world’s record of 
consecutive winnings that has never been 
equaled by any other breed. Since the be- 
ginning ot the show a total of 718 cattle 
have been entered in the carcass contest. 
A total of 262 prizes have been awarded 
aside from the grand championships. Of 
this number 174 or nearly seventy per cent 
went to pure bred or grade Aberdeen-An- 


gus. 


Since the beginning of the International, 
a total of 1891 carloads of fat cattle have 
been sold through the auction ring of the 
show. Of this number 799 carloads were 
Aberdeen-Angus that averaged $14.88 per 
hundred. During the twenty-seven year 
period the Aberdeen-Angus have averaged 
$1.48 more per cwt. than its nearest rival. 
In 1928, 51 carloads were sold at an aver- 
age of $20.68 per cwt. or $1.76 per cwt. 
higher than its nearest competitor. Thus 
illustrating the high esteem in which Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are held by the packer 
buyers. 

Expansion of Industry. 


The beef cattle business has shown indi- 
cations of coming into its own since the 
liquidation of beef cattle ceased to some 
extent in 1925. Aberdeen-Angus have play- 
ed an important part in the expansion of 
the industry since that time. Many new 
herds have been established in the corn belt 
states, eastern states, southern states and 
on the western ranges. In the corn belt 
states many small herds have been estab- 
lished in order to produce baby beef for 
market because the purchasing of suitable 
calves for the feed lot has become more 
difficult each year. The New England and 
eastern states are badly in need of live 


stock to maintain the fertility of the 
and provide some means of marketing the 
forage crops and utilize pasture. Beef eat. 
tle have been adopted in many sections as 
the most desirable live stock for this pup. 
pose and Aberdeen-Angus have been given 
the preference as the breed for this Purpose 
because of their adaptability to eastern 
farm conditions. 

Possibilities for beef production haye 
been developed in many sections of 
southeast. The tick infested sections haye 
been cleared of tick which has removed the 
hazard which went with the introduction of 
pure bred beef cattle before the area wag 
tick free. It has become necessary to change 
from cotton farming to some system of qj- 
versification in which beef cattle are play- 
ing an important part. Aberdeen-Angus 
are playing a very important part in the 
development of the cattle industry of the 
south. Aberdeen-Angus bulls are being 
shipped into the southeast in greater num- 
bers than any other beef breed. The south- 
east has great possibilities for beef produc- 
tion and Aberdeen-Angus will be an im- 
portant factor in this development. Thus 
far the demand has been very largely for 
bulls, but there is a growing demand for 
females to stock the better farms of the 
south. 

The demand for high class pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus bulls for the western ranges 
is on the increase. With the increased de- 
mand for high class Aberdeen-Angus calves 
for the feed lot and because the feeders are 
willing to pay a premium for such calves, 
production is being stimulated and more 
good Aberdeen-Angus bulls are finding a 
home with range herds. 

The boys and girls baby beef club work 
has been developed during the past ten 
years. From a small beginning it has be- 
come one of the most important features of 
the beef cattle exhibits at state, district 
and national shows. Aberdeen-Angus have 
played an important part in the develop- 
ment of this phase of live stock production. 
Representatives of the breed have been con- 
sistent winners and have done much to pop- 
ularize the breed. The boy or girl who 
feeds an Aberdeen-Angus for a club show 
becomes acquainted with the breed and in 
nearly all cases if they begin raising beef 
cattle they will select Aberdeen-Angus. For 
this reason the junior activities are deserv- 
ing of the wholehearted support of the 
breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


The American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association was organized to render useful 
service in the interest of the breed. While 
the prime purpose of the organization is to 
receive and record entries and transfers, 
many other lines of activity are engaged in 
to promote the welfare of the breed. Spec- 
ial premiums are paid annually to the 
amount of about $16,000 at the leading 
fairs and expositions. About 200 local calf 
clubs where Aberdeen-Angus calves are ex- 
hibited receive special aid. Pure bred sales 
are held annually under the auspices of the 
Association in connection with some of the 
leading live stock shows of the country. In 
addition to these the breeders sale is held 
annually in Chicago. The Association also 
cooperates with the producers in the dis- 
tribution of calves for the feed lot. 

The Aberdeen-Angus breed was the last 
of the three beef breeds to be imported in- 
to the United States. It is only half a cen- 
tury since the first Aberdeen-Angus were 
imported into America. The progress made 
by the breed during that time is quite re 
markable. The development and distribu- 
tion of the breed however is only in its in- 
fancy and we predict great accomplishment 
for the breed during the next decade.

fying accomplishment. Feeders who fail tp 
do so, I am sure, miss most of the pleasure 
and much of the profit to be derived from 
their operations. One who feels no deep 
sense of pleasure and satisfaction when g 
group of shapely, soft-eyed, trusting fel. 
lows of the feed-lot acclaim his coming by 
crowding round him and jealously vieing 
with each other for his attention, should 
seek some vocation other than beef mak- 
ing. As such a companionship progresses, 
of course, each calf will naturally acquire a 
name descriptive of his most striking phys- 
ical attributes or temperamental character- 
istics. 

If it be true, as certainly it is, that the 
eye of the master fattens the cattle, it is 
equally true that lessons far more profound 
than those which pertain merely to the na- 
ture of dumb bovines are to be learned from 
close and understanding companionships 
with worthy calves in a feed-lot or pasture,

are the natural estate of every true cattle- 
man who really understands and fully ap- 
preciates his animate possessions:
